by distance and geography.

UNION’S EXPANDING 
POPULATION. 


CAPETOWN. 

A report just issued by the Director 
of Census and Statistics states that 
the total, population of the Union on 
May 5, 1936, was 9,590,808. The 
European population was 2,003,857. 

These figures show an increase of 
2.19 per cent. In the total and 1.85 
per cent. in the European population 
as compared with the fgures of the 
census of 1931, 

The report states thant while it may 
appear = that — thee non-European 
population is ingreasing faster than 
the European population, © the fact 
must not be overlooked that the 
cnumeratlon of natives is more com- 
plete at each census. 

The 7,580,041 non-Europeans enu- 
merated in 1936 consisted of 6,596,082 
pure natives, 219,691 Asintics, and 
769,661 coloured persons,” 

Opposition Gain—In the first by- 
election since the General Election in 
May, at Marico, Transvaal , the 
Nationalist candidate, the Rev. C. W.

JAPANESE MAY SEEK 
DIVERSION 


With the arrival of heavy Japanese 
reinforcements from Formosa in the 
past few doys a mojor battle to decide 
the fate of Canton is imminent. 

Defence works are being feverishly 
constructed by the Japanese south of 
Kongchuen, a railway town ten miles 
from Canton which {is definitely in 
the Chinese hands. 

Saoping station, south of Kong- 
chuen, has been recaptured by the 
Japanese, but the Japanese advance 
further northward Js checked. 

Some Chinese sources indicate that 
the Japanese high command in 
Kwangtung 1s contemplating a west- 
ward thrust along the West River 
with Kwangsl as the wiltimate 
objective. As it is well known that 
crack Kwangsi divisions ore dominant 
in the Chinese counter-offensive on 
Canton, an attack on Kwangsi, the 
Javanese strategists believe, would 
undoubtedly raise the Chinese en- 
circlement of Canton, 

General, Feng Yu-hsiang, Vice- 
Chairman’ of the Military Affairs 
Council, is now in Kwangsl by order 
of the Counell to inspect various 
military establishments within the 
province which, according to the Ta 
Kung Pao, {s ready for any Japanese 
attack, 

A large sum has been allocated 
by the Central Government to 
Kwangs! for defence works, it 1s 
understood by the paper, after recent 
conferences held between the Central 
authorities and Mr. Huang Hsu-chu, 
Chairman of the Kwangs! Provincial

greatly simplified by the fact that 
after recent events the nctual remains 
ing values are*more casily recover- 
able, : 

The mllliard marks fine, the plan 
uf compensation for Hquidated Jewish 
property fn the form of Government 
bonds, and the prohibition of Jews 
to sell securities, will lead to an ex- 
tensive financlal reclassification, es- 
pecinily since it ig estimated that of 
the total Jewish fortune of seven 
miliard marks, about two milliard 
have already been transferred into 
German hands. 

The field of real estate also offers 
problems, particularly since, accord- 
ing to the Volkswirt Jewish property 
henceforth will hardly be mortgage- 
able, and owners. will be forced . to 
sell In order to meet expenses arising 
from the fine and the new situation. 
This would result In the flooding of 
the market with the accompanying 
potential dangerous value fluctua- 
tions. 

The effect on Insurance companies, 
particularly those covering glass and 
fire in the recent rlots, will also ke 
great. Glass and fire damage alone 
is estimated to be milllons of. marks, 
which will be pald to the Govern- 
ment by the recent spectal deerce, 
rather than to the losers. 

Meanwhile the Berlin press devotes 
pages to pajnting Jewish deeds in 
the blackest of colours. The Boersen 
Zeitung heods an article: ‘Revolt, 
Slavery, War-Mongering, Boycott, 
Murder—That Is Isracl’s Campaign

The Berliner Tageblatt in an edi- 
Yorlal headed; “Anti-Semitism Over 
There", which deals with the’antl- 
Semitism in the United States, and 
says: “Jewish elements in‘ the 
United States are segregated from 
the white clement as in Europe.” 

Meanwhile the Polish Embassy 
stated that negotiatlons with regard 
to the expulsion of Polish Jews from 
Germany had stopped.—United Press.

REPORT ON JAMAICA 
RIOTS 


Kingston. 

The report of the local Com- 
mission of Inquiry into the: 
causes of the rioting in Jamaica 
during May and June has now 
been completed. The Commis- 
sion was, appointed by the 
Governor of Jamaica, Sir Arthur 
Richards, and among its mem- 
bers were Mr. Justice Seaton, a 
judge of ‘the High Court, and 
Mr. C, A. Reid, a member of the 
Legislature. | 

The worst rioting occurred in the 
parishes of Frome and Westmore-" 
Jand carly In May, when police fired ' 
on a crowd, killing four persons. ‘, 

The report exonerates the police, 
holding that they were compelled to 
fire for their own safety. It. ques- 
tions the efflciency of the arganisa- 
tion of Tate and Lyle in dealing with 
the payment of a large number of 
labourers, and suggests that labour- 
ers were not informed when there 
were no vacancies. Large numbers 
of unemployed Jabourers, therefore, 
flocked into the district where there 
was no worl: for them. 

Director of Agriculture —Mr. Gwi- 
lym Arthur Jones, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, Imperlal College of Tro- 
pieal Agriculture, Trinidad, has been 
Offered the post of Director of Agri- 
culture, Jamalca, The post carries a 
salary of £1,200 a year.

While the Japanese Government is 
co-operating in the operation of the 
new currency, there are upents which 
are making excessive prolits by tak- 
ing advantage of the old Chinese 
legul tender, the valuc of which in 
terms of foreign currency has been 
reduced to 8d. Visen-vis these latter 
- transuctors, those who ure using the 
notes of the Federal Reserve Bank, 
in whom are included alt Japanese 
natlonals, are subject to considcr- 
able disadvantayes, The Japanese 
Government is unable to ignore the 
situation because it threatens | to 
affect unfavourably the value of the 
Japanese yen currency.

Time to Bake =

A RICH fruit cake is greatly improved by being baked several 
weeks before it is eaten, so if you want your Christmas cake 
to cut well and have a really good flavour you should be sure to 
make it within the next few days. 

Start by weighing the ingredients carefully and getting them 
all prepared so that when you start mixing there is no frantic 
search for some’ item which is not to hand,

HOLOCAUST 
IN ICHANG 


Ichang, Nov. 190. 

Ichang, o prosperous city 350 miles 
ubove Hankow, on the north bank 
of the Yangtze River -in western 
Hupeh was ralded by Japanese alr- 
eratt on Thursday and Friday. 

The French Catholic Church and its 
ndjoining hospital were bombed and 
portially wrecked by over ten bombs 
dropped by Jiipanese§ planes on 
Thursday. Over 40 Chinese labour- 
‘ers and civillans secking shelter 
there were killed and 30 others 
wounded. : 

The French flag was painted on 
the roofs of the church and hospital. 

The city was attacked twice on 
that day. Shortly after 9 a.m. three 
planes circled over the city ond 
dropped a number of incendiary and 
demolltlon bombs, causing several 
casualties among the civilinns, and 
wrecking many houses, 

At 2.20 p.m. six other planes ap- 
peured over the city. It_ was then 
that the French Catholic Church and 
hospital were bombed. 

On Friday morning a Jone Japanese 
bomber dropped several explosives 
‘on the city, destroying three civillan 
houses nnd wounding several pcople. 

In the afternoon a squadron of nine 
planes staged another raid. About 
20 explosives und 10 incendiary 
bombs were dropped in the slum 
areas along the rallway. Several 
fires were caused, ,Rows of houses 
were razed to the ground and nine 
persons were burnt to death— 
Central News. <

Combined Operations May

Similarly Major General Bartholo- 
mew hopes that facilities for obtain- 
ing drinking water will be accorded 
to troops if sought, 

The public are warned that a 
certain amount of. noise will be 
caused by gun and rifle fire, and the 
movement of troops and vehicles.

They are particularly warned that 
the coust rond from Felix Villas, 
Pokfulam to Tytam Gap will be the 
scene of considerable military activity 
from 6 p.m. November 24, to 0 a.m.

Guns us well as machine-guns 
locuted near the road will be firing 
blank ammunition, smoke clouds may 
drift across the rond, and there may 
be at times some slight inconvenience 
caused by tear xas,

Normal precautions are being taken 
to keep any Inconvenience thus 
caused to a minimum, while special 
orders have been issued prohibiting 
firing in the close vicinity of hos-
